1. This is the first Account rendered in pui'suanee of tlie Public Offices Site First Aceonot. 
(Ilublin) Act, 1903. 


Provisions of the Act. 

2. By Section 3 (1) of the Act the Treasury is authorised to issue from the Fo’rers under 
Consolidated Fund such sums, not exceeding a total of 225,OOOZ., as maybe required 
by the Gommissioners of Public Works in Ireland for such purposes connected with 
the acquisition of land and the erection and equipment of buildings under the Act 
as the Treasury may approve. 

By Section 3 (2) the Treasury is empowered to borrow money by means of 
terminable annuities for the purpose of providing for issues from the Consolidated 
Fund, or of repaying to that Fund the whole or any part of such issues. 


Issue prom Consolidated Fund. 

3. Of the total sum of 225,000i. authorised to be issued, the sum of 12,000Z. was Issue from 
issued from the Consolidated Fund in the year 1903-4, leaving a further sum of 
213.000Z. which may be issued for the purposes of the Act. 


Expenditure. 

4. The expenditure in the year 1903-4 amounted to 11.069Z. 185. 8<f. Espeaditure.
